1 the midst of this calm, however, Virginia,
the old stronghold of Democracy, revives the
drooping spinits of the faithfal; and after a
long withdrawal from the arena of Awerican
politics, her return is signalized by a new
illustration of the sastutenocss of her Demao.
oratio politicians, The rool of Ilm_ir partial
trinmph is to be found in I_h'puhlw,-m mis-
management and disaffection. Grovernor
Walls, the regnlar Republican nominee, had
caused great dissatisfaction mmong the »
herents of his own party by his administra-
tion aq Military Governor. _

We are not snfficiontly familiar with tha
details of Virginia polificsto know whethor he
or his Republican enemies are most to blame,
but cortain it is that he was bitterly antago-
nized by many of the leading Republicans of
the State, They opposed his nomination
originally, and their opposition did not cease
with the nction of the eonvention.
Demoerats had followed their nsual l'll‘lil')' of
supporting an avowed adherent of their or-
ganization, the Republican dissensions might
hiave been speedily healed,  But they had too
much at stake to run the risk of an open ad-
vocaoy of Democeratic doelrines, and they
therefore marshalled their forces in support
of a candidate who was selected by such men
as Hunnientt, the original champion of negro
suffrage in Virginia, and sapported by many
of the most active opponents of the old line
Demoeracy. It is true that the regular Re-
publican nominee has been defeated, but it is
equally clenr that the secos: ionists of the
State did not dare to put a candidate in tho
field; and the proved partisans who in
former times spurned all combinatiens and
conlitions, fall into line at the tail end of an
organization led by a New York earpet-bagger
who has pledged himself {o sustain the policy
of the administration.

This hlll]lililifilig (‘311!'!!1'!1‘" is I_Il‘ing followad
by the Pemocracy in other Southern Stutes.
In Tennessee, as in Virginia, they do not
venture to nominate a candidate of their own.
The contest is between Stokes and Senter,
two avowed Republicans, who each number
white and black members of the Republican
party among their adherents. Senter's elec-
tion is advocated by Parson Brownlow, the

pioneer radical of the State, and also by Andy |

Johnson, and these notorions politicians are

at this moment as clossly allied in State poli- |

tics as they wore at the commencement of the
WAr,

In Texas the Deomocracy have rallied under
the banner of no less a personage than A. J.
Hamilton, who was the active and elo.
quent advocate of negro suffrage in the con-
vention of Bonthern loyalists which was held
in this city in 1866, and the leader of radical-
ism in the Lone Star,

In Mississippi the conservatives and the
Democracy have nominated as their guberna-
torial candidate Judge Dent, who is the bhro-
ther-in-law of General Grant.

All these movements seem to be inspired
by the conviction that an open straoggle for
the success of Democratic candidates is hope.
less, and that the only remaining resource of
that organization, in the States nameod, is to
render aid to one of the wings of Republisan-
ism, in the hope that incidental advantages
may be derived from this policy. Instead of
trying to enjoy a full feast, the Democracy
will be content, in their old strongholds, with
a few crumbs dropped from the table.

It is a part of this movement to deceive the
negroes on the one hand, and to foree them
into the conservative ranks by proseription
on the othor. They are invited to vote for
stuch men as Walker, Senter, and Hamilton,
on the ground that they were early and con-
sistemt champions of colored suffrage; and
when persuasion fails, they ave threatened with
o discharge from their present industrial posi-
tions, No pnins are spared to distort the
issues involved, and the arrogant slaveholders
are ready to stoop to any moans, however dis-
groceful, that will enable them to deceive or
control the new negro volers, Suoh victories
are of doubtful value: and the Democracy of
the North will have little cause for boasting,
if Walker's election in Virginia is to be fol-
lowed by the triumph of Senter in Tennosses,
Dent in Mississippi, and Hamilton in Texas,

Northern Republicans muay vegrot that the
party which huas so recently been organized
in the South can be so easily divided, and
fonr that these divisions ave the precursors of
future dofeats. But

the Demoeraey are forveod to make shonld not
be forgotten, and their departare from their

ancient landmarks ean m:.lart'u.-.l_\' fail to dem -
ralize their own organization.
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total abstinenoe, their sfforts have not boesn
arowned with suocess, and the liquor drinkers
and sellers have always managed to prac-
tically keep the upper hand, The Maine
Liquor law was a total failare for all prac-
tical purposes, as all similar moasures have
been, Notwithstanding this fact, the friends
of the temperance osuse have not allowed
| themselves to despair, but in Massachnusetts
| particularly they have carried on a vigorous
war againgt dram-drinking and selling. At
the last session of the Legislature they pro-
curad the enactment of a law of unusual
stringency, which it was hoped would have
the desired offect of reducing the liquor
| traffic. The authorities appear to have ex-
orted themselves with far more zeal than
was to be expected to ocarry out the pro-
vislons of the law, in sapite of its very
great unpopularity with a large number of
citizens, but the result thus far has not been
such a8 to indicate that any very deecided
moral reform will be accomplished by its
ngency. 'The sale of liguors at open bars has
| to a certain extont been diminished, and large
quantities of aleoholic flulds have been seized
by the SBtate constable. This has compelled
the dealers and their customers to resort to
various evasive devices, such ns the formation
of drinking clnubs, by which they are enabled
to get around the law. The measare has also
met with the decided oppisition of many in-
fluential persons who arve in the habit of using
spirituous lignors in moderation, who do not
think that they onght to be deprived of the
use of them beenuse some persons abuse
them; nnd who oppose the operations of the
law as unjust and as infringing on their natu.
rul libertios.
The fact of the matter is, that neither in
Massachusetts nor anywhere else can a law
like this be made to operate. Most men who
are not drunkards will admit that, in view of
the evils resnlting from the abuse of intoxi-
eating lignors, there ought to be some super-
vision of their sale by the legal authorities;
bnt experience has amply shown that the
most the law ean do is to aid the cause of
moral reform, and not to force it. Such is
| the perversity of limman nature, that men who
| would freely give their influence to the tem-

perance eause will oppose it when it appeals
| to the law to do what it is unable to aceom-
plish by persnasion. It is well enongh that

L .\]n-lillu'ln{.‘« like thiy shonld sometimes, how-
ever, have a full trial, if only to demonstrate
their fullney: and the fact that practically the
{ law ean do little or nothing to chock intempe
rance should enconrage the friends of
the temperance to work more
zealonsly to do by moral suasion what they
| ean never do by force. Thereis no donbt
that the introduction of an abundant supply
of drinking fountains in our large cities, with
{ an abundance of light wines and cheap unin-
[ toxicating beverages, will do more for the
l temperance cause than either moral suasion
or legal enactments. The advocates of tem-
perance are too often visionary and impracti-
cal in their ideas, and consequently they em-
barass themselves by difficullies that need
not exist, The subject is one of great diffi-
culty at the best, and to deal with it at all re-
| guires rare diserimination and thot, together
with a large sympathy with the wenlnesses of
| avernge human nature, and practical measures
of reform are those alone which will accom-
plish anything.

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THE ADMINISTRATION AND CUBA.
Tre Cubgn revolution has afforded onur Gov-
ernment an excellent opportunity to demon-
strate its ideas of international law and duty:
and while it will strengthen our position to-
wards England with regard to the Alabama
claims, it will also clearly show the advan-
tages of pursuing the only correct and states.
manlike policy under such cirenmstances.
The prompt and efficient manner in which the
Government has checked the Cuban filibus-
ters will meet with the cordial endorsement of
all of our citizens who are not earried away by
their passions and prejudices, The course of
the administration in this matter is the more

commendable, s there is every in-
ducement to wink at the illegal
expeditions fitted out in ad of

the Ouban revolutionists, Their cause has
the unanimous sympathy of the nation, and
that too without any other than the kindest
regards and well-wishes for the prosperity and
welfare of Spain herself. Ounr position is
vastly different from that of Enlland during
the progress of the slaveholders’ rebellion,
and there is no analogy between that ocour-
rence and the Cuban insurrection, as was
pointed ont by the Cubans themselves in their
cireular issued some months ago, in which
they appesled for the sympathy and aid of
the people of the United States. The heartiest
congratulations were offered to Spain on the
stiiccensful consummation of her own revola-
tion, and the friendly interest in her progress
has never ceased.The advantages of that revo-
Intion were withheld, however, from the
Cubans, and their attempt to overthvow the
Spoaaish power in their island is recoguized us
a just revolution against an
tyranny—against an unjust and offensive
government in which they have no voige or
vote. 'Their position is identical with that of
the American Colonies when they refused any
longer to snbmit to thoe authority of Greai
Britain, only that the Cubans have more par.
haps to complain of in the way of misgoveri.

ANNEXATION OF BAN DOMINGO.
Trrry is & romor that measures are being
taken to annex the island of Ban Domingo to
the United Btates, and that responsible per-
fons representing the government of the
island have recenlly been in Washington Lo
secure the aid of the administration, The
United States onght to have possession of ona
of the large West India ialands as a naval
station, and to enabile us to command the Gulf
of Mexico. For this purpose San Domingo
would be more suitable even than Oabn; and
if we onn get it without trouble or exponse,
and with the oonsent of ita peoples,
there is no reason why wa should not take it,
The Government of San Domingo, however,
15 & vory indefinite term, as it is very often
diffienlt to tell who its responsible represen-
tatives are, or whethor it has any government
at all,  Up to the present timo the people of
the island have not shown any particular de-
sire to annex themsoelves to the United States:
and the probabilities are that the persons who
have been attempling lo nesgotinte with Pre-
sident Cirant are the represontatives of a
politieal faction which is willing to sell ont
for n considerntion. Whether, in the evenl of
their completing the bargain, their action
would be ratified by the people they profess
to reprosent, is question involved in
considerable  doubt. At any rate, it
5 certain that our Treasury must not Le
depleted of any more millions at the present
time for the purchase of San Domingo or any
other territory, Paying off the public debt
and reducing taxation are of far wore mport-
anece just now than naval posts and sngar
plantations in the West Indies. If Sun
Domingo wishes to come to us, she can do =o
without sxpense to either party.
